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George W . Gingers Murder 
Trial Begins; 6 Jurors Are 
Selected Out Of 30 Called 


George W. Linnell. 42-year-old quarry owner from Zora. 
went on trial in Adams County Court Tuesday afternoon 
for the murder of Lee Mainer, 32, of Blue Ridge Summit, 
and at the 5 o’clock recess six jurors — five men and a 
woman — had been accepted for jury service out of 30 
who were questioned. 
Fourteen were rejected because they had formed fixed 
opinions that could not be changed by courtroom evidence 
and IO others were rejected peremptorily, that is “without 
cause.” Six of the peremptory challenges were made by 
District Attorney Daniel E. Teeter and four by Defense 
Attorney Edwin Nikirk, of Frederick, Md., who is associ­ 
ated with Attorney J. Francis Yake Jr. in Gingers defense. 
Gingell, who is charged with firing a fatal shot into 
Mainer's chest with a small gauge shotgun early on the 
morning of Saturday. March 24. at the Tract Inn between 
Fairfield and Emmitsburg, sat in court with his dark-haired 
wife. They were frequently consulted by their lawyers as 
decisions were made to accept or reject jurors.

The first six accepted, who spent Tuesday night at the 
James Gettys Hotel under guard of tipstaves, are: 
Norman G. Blocher. 34-year-old farmer. Aspers R. I.

J. Schultz. Both said they had fixed opinions about the case 
and were dismissed “for cause.”

Aided War Effort 
Throughout World War TI and 
the Korean conflict, he served on 
the Steel Products Advisory Com­ 
mittees of the major related gov­ 
ernment offices and authorities, 
Last June, he was awarded the 
honorary degi«e if Doctor of Hu­ 
mane Letters by Gettysburg Col­ 
lege. 
Upon receiving the ©ward, Hai­ 
led said that two of tha finest 
things that had happened to him 
dur ng his life were his gradua­ 
tion from Gettysburg College and 
his honorary degree last June. 
Speaking of the role Gettysburg 
College 
plays in the educating 
and molding of character of young 
people, he said, "The value of Get­ 
tysburg's future life will be de­ 
termined by die manner in which 
•he challenge of the timea is met.” 
"Nearly everyone la aware of 
the great industrial scientific de­ 
velopments of the last two or three 
decades. They are not so aware of 
the great advances in managerial 
methods and techniques. Manage­ 
rial science has not been so well 
exploited as Industrial aclence al­ 
though there exists the American 
Management Association and the 
Institute of Management Science*. 
However, the two fronts of busi­ 
ness progress are the technical and 
the non-technlcal and while they 
compliment each other and over­ 
lap somewhat, they require person­ 
nel of different preparation. Get­ 
tysburg, of course, la not very 
well equipped to train men for the 
industrial sciences but sh* should 
be able to train men for adminis­ 
trative work and In the skill* needed 
to complement the •dentine.”
